Publiſhed in Parliament the 12.0f May. 1617. 


s Evv1s, By the grace of 
God, King of France and 
Nauarre,to all preſent, and 
to come, greeting. Our 
commandment ( ſince the 
death of the Marſhall 4' 

| eAncre) having been ſoreadily obeyed,by the 

Princes, Dukes, Peeres, Officers of our 

Crowne, Lords, Gentlemen, Officers of our 
ſoueraigne Courts, and all fach as were their 

7} followers,againſt whom wee had decreed our 
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Letters Patents,of the monethes of Ianuarie, 
and Februarielaſt,doth ſufficiently teſtifie yn- 
to vs, that the onely deſire of their conſerua- 
tion, and to withſtand their apparavrt ruine, 
which was plotted by the inſolent, violent, 
and pernicious deſignes of the ſaid Marſhall 
4 Ancre, had conſtrained: them to withdraw 
themſeluesfrom vs,and to purchaſe their fe- 


curitie by Armes, though vnlawfull.; for as. 
much as the faid Marſhall made vie of my for- 


ces to oppreſle them, contrary to my intenti- 
on. Butas it concerned our Dignirtie, to de- 


cree our letters of declaration againſt them, 


when as they exploited actions contrary to 
theirdutie, where they ſhould haue expeRed 
our juſtice. Now that we are aſſured of their 
fidelitic,and that they haue declared vnto vs, 
that the meere neceſſity of their conſeruation, 
was the motive to aſſociate themſelues,onely 


ro oppoſe againſt the violences of the ſaid 


Marſhall; and that we haue been by them ſuf- 


ficiently informed of their good. intentions 


towards vs,and our Kingdomesand ofthe de- 


fire which they haue to ſpend their livesto- 


aygment the greatneſle thereof, and to main- 


taine vs & our authority, & that they are very- 
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ſorieanddiſpleaſed with themſelues, for ha- 


uing leuied men of warre, taken and detained 
our moneys, impoſed contributions on our 
people, and cauſed our ſubiects ( like toyle- 
ſome drudges) to fortifie ſuch places as were 
by them held,which they haue proteſted vnto 
vs they neuer would haue yndertaken, much 
lefle haue cauſed ſtrangers to enter our 
Realmes, if they had notbeen thereunto con. 
ſtrained,to auoide the vtter rune and defola- 
tion of them and their families. Wee, of oar 
clemencie and Royall bountic, aremoucd to 
deale fauourably with them; to pardon ſuch 
defaults and ouerſights,which might haue bin 
committed inthe premifles,andto reeſtabliſh 
themin the charges,honours, and dignities, 
which they heretofore poſleſſed; ſeeing with- 
all;this may be a meanesto fortifie our King- 
domes, with a neceſſary peace, of good men 
ſo much deſired. Hauing therfore deliberated 
of theſe affaires in our Counſell, ſome of the 
Princes of our blood being preſent, with o- 
ther Princes, Dukes, Pecres, Officers of our 
Crowne, and the chiefeſt of our ſaid Coun- 
ſell; we giue all men to vnderſtand,that by the 
aduice of our Counſel aforeſaid, and our own

certaine knowledge, * power, and Royall 
auchoritie, wechaue pronounced and oY 


red; and by theſe preſents ſigned with our 
hand, doe pronounce and declare, thatwee 
hold the ſaid Princes, Dukes, Peeres, Officers 
of our Crowne,and all thoſe which haue aſſi- 
ſted them, for our good and loyall ſubicas 
and ſeruants: wee will and ordaine, that the 
memorie of all that hath paſſed in theſe laſt 
rroubles forthe cauſes afore ſpecified, and al- 
ſo concerning the ſaid leauie of Armes, and 
acts of Hoſtility, to remaine vteerly extin& 
and aboliſhed, as wee doe by theſe preſents a- 
foreſaid extinguiſhand aboliſh them; proui- 
ded alwaies, that they doe hereafter containe 
themſelues within the limits of the reſpe&tand 
dutie which they owe vnto vs, and ſhall yeeld 
that obedience vnto our commandements 
which theyare bound vato, Andthart from 


this preſent time they renounce all leagues 


and aſlociations, which might by them bee 
made, betweene themſclucs,and other of our 
ſubies,. or ſtrangers, as well within the 
Realme,as without,and of what condition ſo- 
eucr they bee; and ſhall gener ally performe 
the duties of good and [rhfull ſubie&s and

ſcruants,whereunto they are obliged by their 
births: the premiſles conſidered, we haue ree- 
ſtabliſhed, and doe reeſtabliſh them into all 
and {ingular their goods,moucables, and im- 
mouables,honours,dignities,charges,eſtates, 
offices and penſions, whereof wee giue them 
full and entire repoſſeſſion; and'to this end 
hauec we reuoked and taken away all attach- 
ments thereupon made. We will and ordaine, 
that they enioy our fauours, graces, benifi- 
ces,honours,and gouernments, and that they 
exerciſe their charges and offices,cuenas they 
formerly did, ſo that hereafterthey may nor. 
be moleſted nortroubled in any forme or fa- 
ſhion wharſocuer. Thereupon impoſing 11-- 
lence onallour Atturneys General, their ſub- 
ſirutes preſent and to come,and to all others: 
Alldeclarations,interdicions,and other Let- 
ters Patents, which hauc been by vs hereto- 
fore decreed and publiſhed in our Courts of 
Parliament, to the contrary in any wiſe not- 
withſtanding;which we hauc reuoked,and do 
reuoke, hauedeclared, and doedeclareyoid 
and of noeffe@.and value, as alſo all which 
hath been done in the execution thereof; rhe - 
which to thatefle&, of our eſpeciall grace, y þ 
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will cauſe to be taken away,and put out ofthe 
Regiſters of our Courts of Parhiament, More- 
ouer, wehold thoſe releaſed and diſcharged, 
whom they had appointed for the managing 
of our treaſure, with others from whom they 
might haue exacted, and ſuddenly compelled 
ro bring intheir monies:prouided that within 
ſix weekes afterthe Publication of theſe pre- 
ſents, they deliner into our Chamber of Ac- 
counts, the copie of their bils of receits, ſea- 
led and ſigned by one of the ſaidPrincesand 
Dukes; likewiſe of the woods which they 
mighthaue felled,and carried out of our for- 
reſts. Wewill alſo,that our edicts and declara- 
tions hetetofore made, for the pacification of 
the troubles of our Realme ; namely, that of 
Blois, atthe iſſue and ſequel] of the treatie of 
Lodune, be inuiolably exccuted,kept,and iuſt- 
ly obſerued, according to their forme and te- 
nure. And that vnder the authority and: bence- 
fit of the ſame.,all our ſubieas, as well Catho- 
lick, as thoſe ofthe pretended reformed Reli- 
gion, may hereafter liue in good peace, vni- 
on,& correſpondence, vnitder our: obedience, 
without vpbraiding. one: the other with any 
imputation ofthoſethings that are done and 

paſt, 
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paſt. Alſo we giue commiſſion to our truſtic 
& beloued Counſellors, holding our Courts 
of Parliament, Chambers of our accounts, 
Bayliffes,Seneſchalles, udges, or their ſubſti- 
rutes, andto all our other luſtices and Offi- 
cers, to whom itmay,or ſhal appertaine,cach 
one for himſelfe to giue credit to theſe pre- 
ſents, and cauſe them to bee contanblife 
kept andobſerued, according to their forme 
and tenure: Andto the end they may bee for 
euer firme and ſtable, we hauecauſed to theſe 
preſents ro beeſetour ſeale; for ſuch isour 
pleaſure. Giuen at Bois de Vincennes, in the 
moneth of May, inthe yeere of grace, 1617, 
and of ourRaigne the ſeuenth.
